On U. S. Shipping Board Ves-

Washington, June 
14.—The ship- 


ping board holds that "neither the 
Volstead act nor the Eighteenth' 
amendment apply to American ships 
outside the three mile limit," Chair- 
man Lasker declared today in a let- 
ter to Adolphus Busch HI, vice presi- 
dent of the Anheuser Busch Brewery 
Company of St. Louis. Confirming re- 
ports that alcoholic drinks were being 
served on American ship's at sea, Mr. 
Lasker asserted that the shipping 
board has approved this custom "both 
from the standpoint of legal right 
and from the standpoint of the life 
and security of our national merchant 
marine."

Citing the recent decision of the 


supreme court holding unconstitu- 
tional the child labor law as "typica1 
of the conduct of the federal judiciary, 
and particularly the supreme court 
whenever congress has sought to 
enact progressive and humane legis- 
lation which was offensive to great 
financial interests," Senator LaFol- 
lette declared the supreme tribunal of 
the country was "today the actual 
ruler of the American people."

freight rate cost of $13.20 a ton to 
the steel that his firm purchased, the 
market of its product was being re- 
stricted and it could not compete on a 
profitable basis with eastern manu- 
facturers.

"he international political thought of the United 
States and Canada has been divided by a more or 
'ess direct horizontal line from the Atlantic 
.hrcugh the great lakes to the Pacific. Now sud- 
lenly it appears about to be divided by a vertical 
larrier, running approximately at right angles to 
he international boundary, or through the two 
jreat American seaports of New York and Mon- 
treal. 


The possible effect upon international relations 


)f such a change in the dividing lines of interna- 
ional thought is unlimited. Both Canada and the 
United States will do well to consider it seriously 
>efore allowing the seaway project to be shelved 
hrough 0ie sejfish opposition of present seaport 
nterests. 


The Mackenzie King government of Canada re- 


'ects the seaway treaty project because of water 
jower and port interests centered in Montreal, 
and because it retains its majority in parliament 
>nly through the support of those interests. This 
mts Eastern Canada in direct opposition to the 
>est welfare of Western Canada, which is as eager 
"or a through water route for its great agricul- 
ural products as is the Middle West of the Unitec 
States. It makes the interests and purposes oi 
Western Canada and Middle Western United 
States one and the same. It tends to break down 
he old international boundary which has divided 
he political thought of the two countries. 


At the same time New York opposition, for the 


-,ame selfish reasons, drives the Middle West to 
'o-operate with Western Canada in thought anc 
'ffort for the seaway. New York and Montrea" 
ire building a barrier against expansion and de- 
/elopment of the interior of the continent. 
In 


Canada that barrier runs approximately along 
'ide water, while in the Eastern United States it 
"s bounded on the east by the New England states 
vhich favor the waterway but the zones for ant 
against the improvement are well defined in both 
countries, and in each case, for and against the 
mprovemerit, they cross the international bound 
iry and unite the residents of each zone in com 
non thought and purpose with regard to this im 
movement.
